MINERS' DEMANDS 


Convention Takes Up Wage Scale For 


Consideration. 


Indianapolis, Jan. 23.—The conven- 


tion of the Uuitcu 'fline Workers has 
taken up the report of tbe general 
scale -committee, the following being 
the committee's recommendatiees: 


"First, we demand that Districts 13, 


14, 21, 24 and 25 be admitted to tie 
joint Conference, also the admission of 
all outlying districts whose operators 
are willing to participate; second, we 
demand a general advance of 12% per 
cent, over the present scale; third, we 
.demand a run-of-mine basis; fourth, 
we demand the differential between 
pick and machine inining^shalt be 7 
cents; fifth, we demand & minimum 
outaida clay scale; sixtto, we demand 


that all yardage and dead work be ad- 
vanced the 12& percent; seventh, we 
demand that no boy under 16 years of 
age shall be employed in or around the 
mines; eighth, we demand that our 
contract 
become effective April 1, 


1906, and expire Apri! J, 1907; ninth, 
we demand fiat eight hours shall con- 
stitute a day's work; ;fentu," that when 
the men go Into the mines in the morn- 
ing, they shall be eutiaed to two 
hours' pay whether or not the mine 
works tie full two hours, but after the 
first two hour*,, the men smtll be paid 
for every hour thereafter by the hour, 
for each IJOUT or fraciifmal part -there- 
of."

stories. Nursing la a profession given 
over almost entfi.it/ iu women, and foe 
those who work In the contagious 
wards the dangers are such that many 
men wo>ild not care to face. Even th« 
2,018 girls who work In Detroit's to- 
bacco factories are risking their health 
in a way little appreciated by tho thou- 
sands of <>igar consumers, for many of 
them are exposing themselves to tbc 
dangers of nicotine poisoning. Nor are 
tee telephone operators immune from 
danger, for iu spife^ of tlie elaborate 
precautions taken by the company to 
guard their employees there have been 
cases where accidents have resulted to 
glris at switch boards.
